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Derailment 


in VBT ties 
up crossings

At about 8:32 a.m. on Thursday, Feb. 
16, there was a very loud, metal-on-metal 
grinding noise that sent people running 
outside their homes and businesses to see 
what it was. 

That was along East Huron River Drive, 
in the eastern part of the city of Belleville 
and Van Buren Township all the way to 
Haggerty Road. 

Those at the transmission shop, right next 
to the tracks, heard the brakes screeching 
and the tremendously loud bang and 
thought it might be a train collision with 
a truck. Workers went outside and walked 
along the train to see what had happened 
and found it was a derailment. They had 
called 911, but the dispatcher reported they 
already had the information. 

Van Buren Township Police Chief Jason 
Wright said the first dispatch to police on 
the incident was that two trains had hit 
head on. This sent everyone available to 
the scene, running their police cars red-hot. 

A father said he was delivering his 
children to Savage Elementary School and 
he was shocked when a police car went by 
- through the school zone — at 90 mph. He 
said he had never seen anything like that. 

When emergency crews arrived, it was 
determined that a one-mile-long train 
operated by Norfork Southern, heading 
toward Belleville, had derailed between the 
East Huron River Drive and Martinsville 
Road crossings. 

Chief Wright said both ends of the train 
were still on the tracks, but 30 cars in 
the center were off the tracks. The only 
hazardous tanker in the train carried liquid 
chlorine and was unaffected. There were

no dents or damage to the tanker and it 
was on the tracks. It was a part of the string 
of cars at both ends pulled away from the 
off-track cars, almost immediately after 
the accident he said, noting he was an eye- 
witness to that. 

He said he saw two hoppers on their sides 
containing scrap metal and a car containing 
agricultural grain, but the rest were said to 
be empty. On Monday, several empty cars 
still remained along the tracks. 

The Michigan Department of Environment, 
Great Lakes and Energy confirmed there 
was no hazardous situation. There were no 
injuries, Chief Wright said. 

On Thursday afternoon, Chief Wright 
said they didn’t know how the accident 
was caused. 

The East Huron River Drive crossing 
remained closed on Friday as cleanup 
continued. The Martinsville Road crossing, 
which had been closed for repairs anyway, 
remained closed. The Haggerty Road 
crossing, south of I-94, had been closed 
Thursday and then reopened. 

Immediately after the derailment, 
Michigan Congresswoman Debbie 
Dingell released a statement: “My team 


and I have been in touch with Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara, the Van Buren Fire 
Department, and other local officials 
regarding the train derailment in Van 
Buren Township. We are also in touch with 
the relevant federal authorities, including 
the EPA. At this time no one is aware of 
the release of any hazardous materials, the 
car carrying hazardous material has been 
put upright and is being removed from the 
area of the other derailed cars, and EPA 
is dispatching a team to ensure public 
safety. We will continue to monitor the 
situation very closely and remain in touch 
with federal, state, and local officials, 
and release additional information as it 
becomes available.” 

On Thursday afternoon, State Sen. Darrin 
Camilleri, D-Trenton, and State Rep. 
Reggie Miller, D-Van Buren, released a 
statement: “This accident is very disturbing, 
especially following the recent incident in 
Ohio. We have been in communication 
with the Department of Environment, 
Great Lakes and Environment, the rail 
company, and other elected officials since 
this morning. As the situation develops, 
we’re thankful for the crews who will be 
cleaning up this site.” 

Norfolk Southern has been the subject 
of public outrage after a train derailment 
in East Palestine, Ohio -- about 250 


miles from Detroit -- caused a spill of 
what is reported to be five different toxic 
chemicals that were then allowed to burn. 
This sent a huge plume of smoke and gas 
over the community. 

Residents were forced to evacuate 
their homes and businesses and then 
were told it was safe to go back. Some 
were re-evacuated. Residents have since 
complained of side effects they believe 
to be the result of the spill, including 
headaches, irritated eyes, and sick pets. 

Ohio state officials insisted that testing 
shows the air is safe to breathe around East 
Palestine, where just under 5,000 people 
live near the Pennsylvania state line. They 
promised that air and water monitoring 
would continue. 

Butresidents met Thursday evening in East 
Palestine and were unhappy that Norfolk 
and Southern representatives weren’t there 
and neither were representatives from the 
state, leaving them to feel that they didn’t 
care about the citizens’ safety. Over the 
weekend, the Norfolk and Southern CEO 
visited the city. 

Van hits train at that crossing 

The Independent was alerted to a Feb. 
4 accident on that crossing when a driver 
reported the flashing lights and crossing 
arm were not operating properly and he 
drove into a train at the East Huron River 


Drive crossing. 

He was driving a Tornado’s Pizza van 
and hit the first or second train car. He 
reportedly said if he had been on the tracks 
a moment sooner he would have been hit 
by the train. 

Reportedly, the van was repaired quickly 
and there was no injury. 

Accurate Transmission, located next 
to the tracks at that location, reportedly 
shared its surveillance video of the crash 
with Tornado’s Pizza and its insurance 
company and then the Van Buren Police. 

Chief Wright looked at the report of the 
property damage accident and said there 
was no report of the video. 

But the transmission shop told the 
Independent the video showed the arm 
and lights weren’t working. When the train 
people came out to repair the signal, they 
said if the arm had been down it would 
have been bent, and it wasn’t.

Train derailment 
brings national 
focus on VBT 


On Saturday night at 6:15, a resident 
reported hearing the train signal as it was 
coming through the Huron River Drive 
crossing, west of Haggerty, heading toward 
Detroit. Twenty minutes later, another train 
blast signaled a second train was right behind 
it heading east. Others reported the crossing 
was open to traffic at 4:45 p.m. Friday. 

The cleanup was almost complete from 
last Thursday’s train derailment that brought 
national focus to this area since Norfolk 
Southern rail line had just had a mega 
disaster with chemicals in East Palestine, 
Ohio. 

National news reports were saying the 
Van Buren Township derailment also was a 
hazardous waste scene. Well, it wasn’t and 
the one car carrying liquid chlorine in the 
Van Buren incident did not tip over, or get 
damaged or dented or anything, and within 
hours of the derailment had been taken 
away with the other cars not involved in the 
accident. 

But, was it an accident? Some national 
newsmakers suggest the recent rash of 
train derailments is payback for the U.S. 
destruction of Russia’s North Stream 
Pipeline in the North Sea. Anything’s 
possible. 

We’re told most of the cars in the local 
derailment were empty and on Monday some 
of them were still on the side of the track 
waiting to be picked up. Glad our derailment 
only led to a day or so of inconvenient traffic 
detours for our readers.

On Monday morning, one of our readers, 
who described himself as an Old Combat 
Vet, said he had been reading all the stories 
about the Denton Road Bridge and he had 
an idea about the temporary bridge that 
would offer public safety for the two years 
or so the paperwork will take. 

He said the Michigan National Guard has 
all types of temporary bridges that don’t 
rest on the current bridge but are anchored 
so they go over the bridge. He said it 
wouldn’t cost anything and fire trucks, 
ambulances, tanks, and any kind of vehicle 
could drive over it. 

He said he knows the Michigan National 
Guard has those and they can be put up in 
an hour and a half. In fact, he saw three 
guys put one up in 30 minutes in combat 
conditions. 

Old Combat Vet said the Democrats are 
in charge in Lansing and the governor is 
in charge of the National Guard, so that 
should work out. 

Another observer said he believes those 
bridges have no railings, so maybe it should 
just be for emergency vehicles including 
ambulances, fire trucks, and police cars. 
But railings could be installed, he said. 

Another option. Old Combat Vet said he 
would have called Van Buren Township 
with the suggestion, but it was closed for

This year the Independent paid $136.71 
for a reply to the Freedom of Information 
Act request for the salaries, plus benefits, 
of Sumpter Township employees for fiscal 
year 2022. 

We can’t determine how much we paid 
for 2021 salaries (I probably paid cash 
out of my pocket, since those were tough 
years). We paid $92.72 for 2020 salaries, 
$92.72 for 2019, $97.72 for 2018, $81.52 
for 2017, and $56.79 for 2016 (including 
charge for flash drive). 

They are allowed to charge us for the 
time it takes to assemble the information. 

Meanwhile, the other groups we FOIA’ d 
to get the employees’ pay so taxpayers 
could see how much their government is 
costing them — charged nothing. 

We also print the salaries of Van 
Buren Township, city of Belleville, Van 
Buren Public Schools, Keystone Charter 
Academy, and Belleville Area District 
Library. We thank them for their generosity. 

Under FOIA law, the public body has 
five business days to reply and can request 
extending that for another ten days. All 
responded within ten days, except for 
Sumpter Township which apparently 
took 18 days. But we didn’t get it, so we 
patiently waited and then respectfully 
emailed them and asked them if it was 
sent, and if so, could they resend because 
we didn’t have it. They said they sent it on 


Feb. 6 (18 days). They resent it. We had it 
in hand 25 days after request. 

For some reason, I forgot to include the 
library in my FOIA emails, so I finally 
realized that on Jan. 25 and sent it out. I got 
the reply two days later. Library Director 
Mary Jo Suchy is always right on top of 
things and in the past, I practically got the 
reply by return email. 

We get many 
thank you’s from our 
readers for providing 
this information for 
taxpayers. It’s our 
money that’s paying 
all these people and 
we should know what 
we're getting for it. 
And, no, federal money we’re getting in 
grants is not free. That’s just our money 


from another pocket.

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Goats coming back to chew Belleville aca IS OUR POLICY:

Twenty goats are scheduled to arrive on 
June 8 at Horizon Park in Belleville to trim 
the shrubbery along the lake in time for 
Lakefest activites. 

At the Feb. 15 regular meeting of the 
Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority, Randy Brown, who brought 
goats to the city for the last two years, 
said he had scheduled 15-20 goats for two 
weeks in August at a cost of $3,995. 

But Therese Antonelli of the Belleville 
Area Chamber of Commerce told Brown 
this year’s Lakefest was going to be a 
much larger event and asked him to move 
the goats up in time to clear the shoreline 
for the festival. He made a cellphone call 
and then announced the early June date. 

DDA vice chairperson Kelly Mc Williams 
complained that last year it didn’t look 
very neat for Lakefest. 

City Manager/Police Chief Dave 
Robinson said the city council would agree 
to pay half of the cost at its next meeting 
Feb. 21. 

In other business at the two-hour, Feb. 15 
meeting, the DDA: 

e Removed from the agenda the 
demonstration of Monday.com by DDA 
member Ivan Ankwatsa. He was not 
present, so the demonstration was put off 
until the March meeting; 

e Approved a grant application from the 
Central Business Community for $4,800 to 
help fund promotion of eight events, with 
Mayor Kerreen Conley voting no. She said 
she is happy with increasing the amount, 
but not happy with the lack of a clear 
policy. Last year’s grant was $2,000; 

e Approved a grant application for $2,000 
each for Lakefest and Winterfest. Mayor 
Conley said these are huge events over 
multiple days and they only get $2,000 
each. “None of these events are happening 
tomorrow,” she said, indicating there is 
time to consider the total amount. A new 
policy is expected to be discussed in a 
committee meeting; 

e Heard the list of DDA committee 
assignments; 

e Reviewed a list of possible site 
furnishings for downtown and parks, 
including picnic tables, park benches, 
barricades, convertible table/benches, and 
trash cans; 

e Heard Projects Administrator Steve 
Jones said he was tasked with listing 
what the city has in its parks and recited 
a long list of items and what they looked 
like. DDA Chairperson Alicia McGovern 
directed the administration to come up with 
a comprehensive park plan for the next 
meeting. Robinson said they would have 
recommendations for the March meeting; 

e Discussed the proposed restriping 
of the ciy parking lots and pavement 
repair in the parking lot next to Johnny’s. 
Chairperson McGovern said they should 
consider one-way traffic in the parking lot 


next to Johnny’s and Robinson said he is 
considering a recommendation to have the 
parking there straight, rather than slanted; 

e Discussed advertising for two to three 
DDA-funded summer workers, who would 
not be a part of the youth employees. 
Robinson said now they have a project 
administrator to direct them. He said he 
thinks two is good. He would like someone 
retired or an older person; 

e Discussed a proposed new even funding 
program and application; 

e Discussed advertising in the Detroit 
Tigers and/or Lions program. The proposal 
was assigned to the Marketing Committee 
for a recommendation; 

e Learned Scott Jones is putting up 
four billboards to market the city and 
McGovern said it is the responsibility of 
the DDA to help. Cost numbers have been 
provided to the DDA, but she would like 
to look for competitive numbers. The item 
was deferred for more information; 

e Heard McGovern say she now will allow 
citizens’ comments during discussions; and 

e Heard Councilman Tom Fielder point 
out that the robotics competition is coming 
up on March 17 at Belleville High School 
and it brings 2,000 people who they stick 
around between competitions. In the past 
the DDA has put together a brochure 
suggesting places to eat that was passed out 
to them. Also, he suggested the rose arbor 
in Horizon Park (where the roses didn’t 
grow) needs to be turned into an attractive 
place and the tying up of boats at Horizon 
Park needs to be improved.

Sumpter Rd., between the Senior Co-Op 
residence and the veterinary clinic, where 
Davenport Brothers proposes to build 15 
houses that are being called “apartments” 
since Davenport plans to keep ownership 
of the units and rent them out.

When Commissioner Randy Priest said 
the sidewalk along Sumpter Road was 
terrible, Councilman Fielder said the 
sidewalks were installed by the school 
district in 1964 so students could walk 
safely to South Middle School. He said 
they were asphalt. 

Davenport said each unit will have a

separate water, sanitary sewer and electric 
connection and they will have 35’ setback 
from the property line. A one-hour firewall 
will be between the units. 

He said each unit will have two full baths, 
walk-in closets, granite countertops, and 
an air conditioner on the ground.

Social media comment 
leads to stabbing 
in city of Belleville 


On Saturday, Feb. 18, at about 5:30 p.m., 
Belleville police officers responded to 871 
Sumpter Rd. on a report of a stabbing, 
reported Police Chief Dave Robinson in a 
news release. 

Upon arrival, they rendered aid for stabbing 
injuries to a 15-year-old male victim from 
Sumpter Township. This juvenile was then 
transported to St. Joseph Mercy Hospital in 
Ann Arbor by ambulance. 

While police were on the scene, the 
suspect returned to the scene with his 
mother. The suspect/arrestee is a 17-year- 
old male from Belleville. 

Chief Robinson reported, apparently 
the incident started due to a social media 
comment the suspect made about the 
victim’s girlfriend. The victim and several 
other juveniles (males/females) met up at 
871 Sumpter Rd. [Belle Plaza Shopping 
Center] with the intention of talking with 
the suspect about this comment. A physical 
altercation ensued between the suspect 
and victim, when the suspect pulled a 3-4” 
pocket knife out and stabbed the victim in 
the neck, and arm. The injury to the arm 
was significant and the victim was rushed 
to the hospital by ambulance where he 
underwent surgery for his injuries. The 
victim was listed as serious — critical 
condition as of Saturday night. 

Officers arrested and interviewed the 
suspect who was later transported to the 
Wayne County Juvenile Detention Center. 
The officers also interviewed all parties 
and witnesses involved.

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VBT planners send opinions on BYC dock to BZA for March meeting

After an hour-long discussion on Feb. 8, the 
Van Buren Township Planning Commission sent 
its opinions on the special exception requested of 
the Board of Zoning Appeals for the Belleville 
Yacht Club dock. 

The BZA was due to meet Feb. 14, but the 
meeting was canceled and it will meet March 
14. Both the planning commission and the BZA 
met in January to discuss the docks and both 
postponed action until the planners could give 
their opinions to the BZA members. Then the 
BZA would decide whether to allow the BYC to 
build their docks three times the length allowed 
into Belleville Lake. Then, the BYC could 
present its site plan for review by the planning 
commission. 

On Feb. 8, Director of Municipal Services 
Ron Akers filled in for Planning and Economic 
Development Director Dan Power, who was ill. 

Director Akers said the planners needed to 
review and comment on the special application 
postponed from the last meeting to help the BZA 
with its decision. 

Akers said this is the first special exception 
request the township received since the 
Shoreline Ordinance was enacted in 2016. He 
pointed out that 25 items were discussed in the 


staff report. 

He said the planners are asked to comment to 
help the BZA decide on the length of the dock. 

Forty feet is allowed by the ordinance and the 
BYC wants 120 feet. 

At this point, Commissioner Medina Atchinson 
said that her husband and she are members of 
the BYC. She said she talked with the township 
attorney and he said she could vote on the BYC 
issue. 

Commissioner Atchinson said she is a member 
of the community and member of the planning 
commission and her job is to make decisions 
for the whole community. She said she wants to 
“retain myself’ and vote. 

Commissioner Brian Cullin made a motion to 
allow her to vote on this issue and Commissioner 
Bernie Grant seconded the motion. The motion 
was passed unanimously. However, there were 
no votes on the issue at the meeting, only 
discussion. 

In presenting a revised site plan for discussion 
and review, applicant Scott Jones spoke on 
behalf of the BYC plans, noting there is a 100 
foot no-wake zone around the dock and the 
busiest days of the lake are also the busiest days 
at the dock. He showed the lights that will be put 
on the docks.

Jones said there is 518 feet of water in the 
lake between the no wake zones. He said the 
narrowest point is at Potter Drive, 700 feet to 
their west, where it is 400 feet. 

“We believe we’re not impeding the safety of 
the lake,” Jones said. He noted that the DNR 
proposed extending its dock at its launch site 
next door to the BYC and putting in a jetty to 
break up the wake. He said it has been approved, 
but is waiting for funding. 

Jones said the BYC is a non-profit 501c7 
and if the club dissolved, the money would be 
distributed to a lake charity and no member of 
the club would personally benefit. 

The discussion began when Commissioner 
Grant asked in regard to the 518 feet, “How do 
you feel it’s safe?” 

Jones said that is not the narrowest on the lake, 
the 400 feet to the west is, and, “That’s safe as 
well.” 

Grant said in the community there is concern 
about safety. 

Jones said in Florida the intercoastal waterway 
is narrower than 500 feet. 

Commissioner Callie Barr said they need a 
little bit more information on the safety. She 
asked if there were studies and something that 
takes a look over time. She said they shouldn’t 
be making assumpions over safety. And, this is 
a private club. 

Commissioner Barr said that at the last meeting 
with the commission, Jones represented that 
women are members. Jones replied there are 
seven voting members and no one is kept out by 
the bylaws. He read a portion of the bylaws that 
said they do not discriminate. 

Barr said women have told her they have been 
unable to join the BYC. She asked if now she 
can tell them to apply because they can. He did 
not reply. 

Jones said they have no fueling or repairs and 
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they are trainient docks for the club’s members. 

Commissioner Cullin said the 120 feet was his 
concern. He looked at it from the DNR launch 
site next door. He said he is not a boater, but 
people don’t know what to do on the lake and do 
not observe the 100 foot no-wake zone. Cullin 
said 40 yards is half a football field and it is two 
football fields across. A quarter of the lake would 
be taken up with dock. Jet skis sliding by there. 
“That 120 feet is my concern,” Cullin said. 

Barr asked if the BYC has considered a shorter 
dock length. 

Jones said that is for 16 boats and that is what 
they need and actually they need more. 

Grant said if the BZA gives an extension, it goes 
to EGLE (the state department of Environment, 
Great Lakes, and Energy), who potentially could 
deny the permit. There is a comment period for 
residents, he said. They are the one who design 
the docks. He asked Akers if that is correct and 
Akers said that is accurate. 

Atchinson asked if it goes to both EGLE and 
FERC, too. 

Akers said they are looking into that. 

Cullin said the shoreline property belongs to 
the township and the water belongs to the state, 
“How can it be private?” 

Akers said it is a privately owned dock. Under 
it is the township property they are allowed 
exclusive use if maintained. 

The meeting then opened to public comment: 

e Alisha Goodman of E. Huron River Drive said 
she is a neighbor to the BYC and appreciates 
the beautiful facility, but safety is an issue for 
her. She worries about her granddaughter and 
doesn’t use the lake on weekends. She said a 
traffic study is needed. If it kept one person from 
dying it would be worth the cost. 

¢ Chris Donley of W. Huron River Drive said 
he is an avid boaters and probably uses the lake

more than anybody else. He said that area is 
the trickiest area at the DNR launch site, with 
people waiting to reenter. He said the new BYC 
dock will help push the boats out away from 
shore. He said people are thumbing their nose at 
the law and it’s happening all over the lake. He 
said in 1998 and 2004 the DNR asked to extend 
their docks and it was approved by the MDEQ 
(now EGLE) and now they are trying to find 
funding. “We’re just asking for the same kind of 
courtesy,” he said. 

e Michele Montour of E. Huron River Dr. said 
she disagrees with Jones that 518 feet of water is 
safe. She said it is not safe for two boats pulling 
tubes. She goes out onto the lake with her dog 
and anything out into the lake you have to go 
around. It’s a huge safety issue, she said. She 
asked if they had contacted the police for their 
input. She said it is not a gated lake. It’s for 
everyone. 

e Corey Gibson of E. Huron River Dr. said 


when Donley introduced himself he left his 
BYC membership off his resume. He said they 
should get an official survey, since different 
numbers are coming up. He said it’s up to the 
requestor to provide a survey. And the DNR 
traffic studies referred to change over 20-30 
years. He said EGLE is waiting for direction 
from the township. He said this is the only 
lake with restrictions in the state. He read 
part of the Ridenour letter that was printed in 
the Independent, noting the writer was on the 
committee that set up the 40 foot restriction. 
He suggested the township reconvene the lake 
committee. He said he appreciates what the 
BYC does for the community but this dock will 
benefit only the club. “I stand opposed to 120 
feet.”

what they do, but a lot of people are against this 
and there’s lots of talk on social media. He said 
it’s one thing to ask for a variance on land, but 
if this is approved it would set a precedent for 
other groups. Then it wouldn’t be an all-sports 
lake. It would be a no-wake lake. He said he 
had sent a video to commissioners that showed 
how busy the lake was when the BYC wanted 
a 140-foot dock off their N. Liberty Street site 
in the city. That video was taken in October, he 
said. Then, a few years back they got a stop- 
work order from the township while they were 
extending their docks at the present location 
without a permit. Now, two business days before 
Christmas, they applied for these docks. He said 
it would be a 15% reduction in the navigatable 
channel — for a private club. He said his proposal 
is to deny the BYC until the DNR extension is 
build and then match it. He said he finds a lot of 
danger in the BYC plans. He said he disagrees 
with having a BYC member on the issue and 
asked if there were any other BYC members on 
the planning commission. 

“When we see an audience like this, we get 


excited,” Commissioner Barr said, referring to 
the large number of people. She said the BZA 
should not grant a special exception for safety 
reasons. 

“Tt would be an exception into a public resouce 
by a private organization,” she said, adding there 
should be no guess on safety and other would 
like to build out docks, too.
